I ARMY IN EGY FL Oct. 27— (De­ 
lay ed)—The blood of 
Americans 
who hav e nev er been outside of 
their nativ e Chicago, New York 
or San Francisco, is helping today 
in tne fight to sav e Egy pt and 
driv e the axis from North Africa.

Whittock testified that before go- j 
ing to Germany 
in 19 41 y oung 
Haupt worked with him for the 
optical firm, which ev en then was 
engaged in this v ital war work.

Then, there was the testimony of 
Ernest Peter Burger, one of the 
two imprisoned 
members of the

CHICAGO, Oct. 30 — Adolf Hitler also had his eye on the precious 
Norden bombsight when his high command sent for Herbert Hana 
Haupt to join a German sabotage party which was preparing to smash 
America’s aluminum production. 
The fuehrer’s dual purpose could be found today by piecing together 
Isolated but significant bits of testimony presented in tbs treason trial 
of six Chicagoans charged with aiding the executed saboteur. 
Most recent witness to support this supposition was Frederick Whit- 
took, an employe of a Chicago optical firm manufacturing parts for 
the amazingly accurate bombsight 
Whit toe k testified that before go­ 
ing to Germany in 
1941 young 
Haupt worked with him for the 
optical firm, which even then was 
engaged in this vital war work. 
Hun Orders Revealed 
Then, there was the testimony of 
Ernest Peter Burger, one of the 
two imprisoned 
members of the 
eight-man party which reached 
American shores last June, laden 
with precise instructions and vast 
explosives destined for aluminum 
plants. Burger stated that among 
orders given them by the master 
saboteur, Lieut. 
Walter 
Kappa, 
in Germany, was one for Haupt to 
return to the optical firm and 
furnish the group "with Informa­ 
tion.” 
Both U. S. Attorney J. Albert 
Woll and chief defense 
counsel 
Benedict J. Short declined to draw 
out Burger on this point. Never­ 
theless 
the 
objective 
behind 
Haupt s special instructions now 
becomes obvious. 
Burger 
also 
disclosed that 
Haupt, whose mother and father, 
aunt aud uncle, and two friands 
are now on trial, was given the 
Iron cross when he reached Ger­ 
many. Again both attorneys de­ 
clined to draw out the reason. 
Wins Iron Cross 
Though Herman Goering, num­ 
ber two Nazi, has an ample sup­ 
ply, the German government does 
not toss around its highest medals 
with abandon, and especially to a 
22-year old youth whose previous 
military experience was limited to 
a short stretch in the reserve of­ 
ficer’s training corps in Chicago. 
This leaves 
the presumption 
that 
the 
German 
high 
com­ 
mand thought Haupt had supplied 
valuable information on the bomb­ 
sight. 
The probability that Haupt ac­ 
tually was sent for by the Nazi 
government was supported by two 
other witnesses 
yesterday. 
Bar­ 
bara Kluczyk, landlady of the Chi­ 
cago house where 
Herbert lived 
with his parents, said that as the 
youth was preparing to leave the 
country he made this unexplained 
statement: 
"I wish I could stay. 
But my 
time is up soon.” 
Also, there was the testimony of 
William Leibl, now a private In the 
U. S. Marine Corps, 
who spoke 
with Haupt in Germany. 
Brags Of Ikplolts 
He said Haupt bragged to him 
of his exploits and his rank as a 
lieutenant in the German army 
(at 22) and told of his trip from 
America. 
Leibl continued: 
"He said he left Chicago with 
two pals (one was Wolfgang Wer­ 
gin, son of two defendants) and In 
swimming the 
Rio Grande into 
Mexico one boy was shot 
(this 
fugitive was unidentified). 
With 
the help of German consuls they 
flew’ from Mexico city to South 
America, then boarded a Japanese 
boat to Yokohama, going later to 
Tokyo.

FOR LONG y ears the weavers 
used fulle rs earth. Fulling con­ 
sists in soaking the cloth in w ater 
and then p ounding fuller’s earth 
into it and treading, beating and 
p ounding on it so as to shrink and

Adsorp tion is tile nam e p hy si­ 
cal chemists give to t h e , p rocess 
whereby a substance becomes p a rt 
of another substance and rem ains 
in a state midway between me­ 
chanical 
m ixture and 
chemical 
combination. 
The mediaeval weaver knew all 
this emp irically without using the 
word adsorp tion or making any 
exp eriments to find out why ful­ 
ler’s earth was so valuable to hfm. 
Nor did any one in those long ages 
think th at fuller’s earth could be 
used for other p urp oses— in tre a t­ 
ing any of the ills of mankind. 
In the 16th century , Chinese 
p orcelain 
was 
introduced 
into 
Europ e and its delicacy and light­ 
ness was greatly admired. The 
artisans of the western world 
tried long to find out w hat m a­ 
terial was used to fashion these 
beautiful objects.

basts. 
Team Work Vital 
Tills, however, is what Congress­ 
man Maas calls ‘ amphibious," and 
team work a imperative. 
Additionally, aviation’s mixed In­ 
to the current situation. It figured 
a trifle during 1914-18 but wasn't 
an important factor then. Today 
there are good authorities who be­ 
lieve it will prove to be generally 
decisive. 
Now, if the Army and Navy are 
to be considered distinct entities, 
I which of them do the flyers most 
distinctly appertain to?

Its been contended that, for 
their benefit, they ought to bo or­ 
ganized into a department—army- 
like or naval, with aviatorial modi- 
i ti cations. 
Yet that w ould be open to the 
objection that the system would 
j lack cohesion. 
Representative Mass’ s c h e m e 
would create a solid central organi­ 
sation—air. land and watfjr, with a 


coherent head directing the whole 
of It, plus supervision of such still 
newer fighting arms as may sub­ 
sequently be invented. 
It isn’t aviation's fault, but it Is 
recognized that its deffclopment 
has c o n s i d e r a b l y complicated 
Americas World War solution's 
problems. 
Too Much Jealous? 
Army officers quite naturally 
take the view that the air force is 
a creation essentially for their 
arm's utility. They want it to op­ 
erate under their orders. They're 
willing to loan it, without modera­ 
tion, to the Navy, but they don't 
want naval demands to handicap 
them terrestrially. Naval officers, 
equally, think of the flyers as their 
especial adjunct. And the flyers 
feel that they re as good as any­ 
body—and maybe better. 
Hence there a been a pulling at 
cross purposes. 
The average layman, including 
about 530 out of 531 senators and 
representatives, readily agrees that 
he s no good judge of conditions.

Pharmacists Find Value in 
Fullers Earth as Medicine

FOR LONG years the weavers 
used fuller's earth. Fulling con­ 
sists in soaking the cloth in water 
and then pounding fuller’s earth 
into it and treading, beating and 
pounding on it so as to shrink and

give it a closer and more even 
weave. Then the fuller’s earth 
was washed out, and because of 
its property of adsorption it took 
with it whenit was removed, the 
grease and dirt and left the cloth 
soft and clean. 
Adsorption is the name physi­ 
cal chemists give to the, process 
whereby a substance becomes part 
of another substance and remain# 
in a state midway between me­ 
chanical mixture and chemical 
combination. 
The mediaeval weaver knew all 
this empirically without using the 
word adsorption or making any 
experiments to find out why ful­ 
ler’s earth was so valuable to hftn. 
Nor did anyone in those long ages 
think that fuller’s earth could be 
used for other purposes—in treat­ 
ing any of the ills of mankind. 
In the 16th century, Chinese 
porcelain 
was introduced into 
Europe and its delicacy and light­ 
ness was greatly admired. The 
artisans of the western world 
tried long to find out what ma­ 
terial was used to fashion these 
beautiful objects. 
Discovered by Pharmacists 
In the early L8th century a 
pharmacist—note, a pharmacist— 
Boettger, found that it was an 
earth called kaolin by the Chinese. 
And this closely guarded secret 
ingredient of porcelain was prac­ 
tically the same as the humble 
fuller’s earth the weavers had 
been using for centuries.

So today it is-successfully used 
in ill sorts of cases of gastro­ 
enteritis. 
What a long road to take to' 
find so logical and simple rn rem­ 
edy!

Intuiting to it! I suggest it aa an, 
illustration that the action of* 
drugs is not a magical or hsphaz-j 
ard science, but one of entire logic.'
